VATICAN CITT

vrougit it interesting to brepare a short article on Vatican City 
Sines there are so many Vatican Collectors. 


Vatican City is situated on the right benk of the Tiber River in 
Rome, Italy. It is an independent state subject to sertalhn 
political restrictions under a treaty with Italy.. (A city with: 

a city) Vatican City covers an area of about 1/6th square miles or 
108.7 acres. Population - 1,025 (1967). 
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Vatican City has been the principal residence of the Popes since 
the return of the Avignon in 1377 and the official residence 
since the capture of Rome by the Piedmontese in 1870. 


Vatican City was built by Pope Symmachus (498-514) and rebuilt 
by Nicholas V, Sixtus IV, Alexander VI and Julius II. 

The most famous of the chapels are known as the Sistine and the 
Chappella Paolina. The rear wall of the former contains The Last 
Judgment of Michelangelo 


Among the art treasures, housed in the Vatican are the Torso 

of Hercules, the Beluedere Apollo and the Laocoon, Hany famous 
works of art by Raphael, Lenardo da Vinci, Fra Angelico, Murillo, 
Perguino, Titan and many others, 


In the importance of its materials the Vatican library stamds 
first among the great libraries of the world containing approxi- 
mately 50,000 manuscripts and 350,000 printed books... 


Also contained in the Vatican is an astronomical observatory, 
a modern polygot printing office, a museum, a numismatic collection 
and the Museo Cristiano. 


Vatican City has its own military guargians, the Swiss Guerd, and 
its own police the gendarmes. Before 1870 the Vatican was under the 
administration of the Fapul States, 


Vatican City has the smallest railroad in the world, less than 
300 Peet long with no turn arounds. Vatican City publishes its 
owl newspaper The Ovsevatory Romano. 


Of much interest at the Worlds rair was the Vatican's famous 

Fieta. A marble statue which in part is held togetner with brass 

pins. To this day no one can answer the question as to how the 

brass pins found their way into the statue. This question has been st 
studied by many experts and to date no one has the answer, Reliable 
sources predict it never will be answered. 


Just to touch on Vatican City stamps - In 1934 a set of six stamps 
were issued and sold at a face value of 2.08. Today the same set 
sells for 1400.00. To say the least that's as good as AT/T stock..
